ALEXANDRA SCHOOL. 
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THE ANNUAL DISTRIBUTION OF 

PRIZES. 

The prizes gained by pupils of Alexandra School 
during tha session 1916-17, were distributed on 
Saturday afternoon at Harisfort terrace by the 
‘ice-Warden. Mr. Henry 8S. Guinness. 
as Head Mistress (Dr. Mulvany) sabmitted to 
the meeting a statement of the condition and pro- 
gress of Alexandra School during the session which 
began September, 1916, and ended June, i917. 
Although sume sixty pupils left at the close of the 
previous session by reason of reaching the age 
limits, the entries made in the first term equalled 
them, and the.increase continued, so that in June, 
1917, the number on the school roll reached a 
total of 377 in comparison with the previous years 
355—the highest number recorded up to that time, 
Of the 377, 221 belongedto the Senior School, 107 
to the Junior School, 18 to the Transition Class, 
and 51 to the Kindergarten. ‘he tests of the 
educationa! progress of the pupitis afforded both by 
the sessional examiners held under the Committee 
of Education and by external examinations, showed 
satisfactory results. Of the 327 pupils wut of a 
possible 346 who underwent the final examinations, 
101 obtaiacd an average of 7O per cent. and 
upwards, and 39 an average of 65 per cent., that 
ie, 42.7 per oent. of the whole number were ad- 
judged to have merited either prizes or honourable 
mention in the years work. School exhrbitions 
value £10 each were awarded to Edith Thompson 
and Clothikde Mansfield in the Upper First Division, 
Senior School. to Hermione Wilson in the Lower 
First. to Doreen Hall in the Upper Second, and to 
Dorothy Perceval in the First Division, Junior 
Sc hoo! In external examinations the school had 
had an encouraging measure ot success. At 
Junior Grade Intermediates, though the exception- 
fily brilliant achievements — of 
such as Mary Scarlett, Olive Purser, Vivian Whit- 
feld, Mabel Thomas, and Jlazei Hornsby had not 
heen equalled, the results showed a high average 
uf success, and the percentage ef passes was 73.8 
is compared with the general percentage, 58.2, i.e 
15.6 jer cent. higher.

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IRELAND AND THE WAR. 
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A DUBLIN CLERGYMAN’S VIEWS. 

The annivereary sermons on the coming 
of the Huguenots to Dublin after the Revoca- 
| tion of tho Edict of Nantes were preached 
esterday in St. Luke's Church, Dublin. The 
tev. H. W. B. Thompson, B.D., Rector of St. 
Catherine's, who preached at noonday, said, | 
|} in the course of his sermon, that the story of 
the Huguenots stood out in history as, perhaps, 
the most striking instance of the price which 
must be paid for holding fast by that which 
is true He called attention to the verdict 
which Lord Acton, the greatest Roman Catholic 
layman and historian of modern daye, had 
passed upon the Papacy for ite condonation 
j of such crimes as that of the massacre of the 
Huguenots in France. In his 

Liberty "’ Lord Acton had an ’ 
Massacre of St. Bartholomew, which ended with 
theee words: ' These things will cease to 
| written when men perceive that truth ie the 
only merit that gives dignity and worth to 
| history. If his judgment was sound, it 
| seemed that wo had some explanation of why 
| it wae that the greater part = Roman Catholic 
| ireland had stood out of the present war, and 
| why, as the Prime Minister had ‘i hn- 
| perial Parliament, there were 200,000 ye g men 
in Ireland who refused to serve the Allied 
cause. One could understand the attitude of 
theee young Roman Catholics if it were a fact 
that their enthusiasm for the Papacy had not 
only weakened, but warped, their conscience. 
You could not rightly expect. men with a 
warped conscience to epeak clearly when moral 
| issues of the first magnitude were raised. Nor 
was their~inability to see the moral iesues of 
the war clearly a matter for astonishment when 
one remembered that their spiritual head, the 
present Bishop of Rome, had, in the peace 
proposals which he made last Auguet, hesitated 
to give his co-religioniste any clear indication 
of the righteousness of the Allied cause, jus. 
as his predecessor in the Papacy had hesitated 
to speak out clearly early in the war when 
Germany was hacking its way through Roman 
Catholic Belgium. Looking at the future of 
Ireland from the hypothesis that Lord Acton’s 
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| pelled to think that much tribulation lay before 
| all classea of the community in thie country. 
lIf the Allied cause were a righteous cause— 
which he did not doubt—then a community 
which refused an opportunity to serve that 
cause, which rather struck a blow against it 
in thus arraying itself against righteousness. 
merited and ehould receive due punishment 
at the handg of God. Cardinal] ue had 
said: “If the Convention fails, chaes.” He 
ventured to think that only quick repentance 
and the good works which followed upon true 
repentance could eave Ireland. Ha believed 
that only repentance for her widespread shirk- 
ing and amendment in the direction of na- 
| tional participation in the war could gave Ire 
land from overwhelming calamity.

and, therefore, bore th Hihe rnia stamp. Plate 
made before this date was not dutiable, and 
had not the Hibernia stamp. How, therefore, 
could a piece of plate made in, say, 1700, and 
assayed and setamped after 1752, bear the 

Hibernia stamp? The Provost suggests that 
plate was what he calls post-assayed—that is, 
assayed and stamped years after manufcture, 
because he finds the aseay scraping mark on 
In many cases when 
the scraping would not show the mark has been 
left juet as the piece came from the Assay 
| Office, but generally it was cleaned off in the 
final polishing before being put on eale. A 
large number of pieces of Dublin plate of the 
18th century bear no date letter, and this the 
Provost accounts for by the post-assa ying pro- 
cess. A piece of plate made, say,’in about 1700 
and not assayed and stamped until, say, 1750, 
could not have a date letter etruck, as the 
exact year in which it was made was not known. 
Probably the absence of the date letter is due 
simply careleseness.
